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MINUTES OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
EXECUTIVE BOARD 


The regular meeting of the Interna- 
tional Executive Board was held at the 
Reisch Building, Springfield, 111., on Jan- 
uary 18, 1915, Instead of March 1, 1915, as 
there were important matters which re- 
quired immediate attention. The Board 
having agreed upon date by correspon- 
dence. 

The meeting was called to order by 
the Secretary of the Board in the ab- 
sence of the Chairman, Bro. T. C. Vick- 
ers, who notified the Board that it would 
be impossible for him to attend the 
meeting. 

Brother Prank Swor was selected as 
Chairman pro tern. 

Members present: M. J. Boyle, F. L. 
Kelley, J. W. Hart, Prank Swor, G. W. 
"Whitford 

Communication was received from 
Local No. 98, Philadelphia, suggesting 
that the Board adopt some method for 
the establishment of an Electrical Con- 
tracting Department of the Brotherhood. 

Same was discussed at length; it was 
finally decided that Local No. 98 be no- 
tified that the Executive Board looked 
upon the suggestion with disfavor as an 
International proposition. 

Communication from J. P. Timmons, 
requesting that the Board adopt a reso- 
lution to govern Electrical Mechanical 
Signalmen. 

Moved and seconded that he be noti- 
fied that the I. C. already provides for 
Signalmen and the I. P. has assigned a 
representative of the Brotherhood to 
organize the Railroad Electricians, which 
Includes the Railroad Signalmen. 

Carried. , 

Protest was entered by Locals Nos. 
178, 245, 14, 446, 204, 11, and 8, against 
the alleged dismissal of Brother Koehler 
as organizer. 

Investigation by the Board of the corre- 
spondence that had passed between the 
Locals of their district and the I. O. did 
not show where any arrangement had 
been made for the continuance of the 
District Council at the time of re-affllia- 


tion. It was further shown that the 
Locals had taken individual action on the 
question of reaffiliation. 

The Board therefore does not under- 
stand that the Locals interested availed 
themselves of the Tentative Agreement 
in so far as it relates to the continuance 
Qf the District Council. 

Request of Local No. 39, Cleveland, 
Ohio, for the remission of per capia tax 
for the months of January, February 
and March, 1915, was received and the 
following action taken. 

That It is the sense of the I. E. B., 
that Inasmuch as the Brotherhood has 
rendered considerable assistance to Local 
No. 39, during the past five months, it 
cannot see its way clear to grant the re- 
quest. 

Request for remission of per capita 
tax for the months of November and 
December received from Local Union No. 
309, East St. Louis. Request not allowed. 

Several requests from locals asking ap- 
propriations of money for legislative 
purposes. 

Requests were not granted as the 
Board has no authority to appropriate 
money other than in accordance with the 
constitution. 

Communication from E. E. Hoskinson, 
relative to organizing the Railway elec- 
tricians received. 

The Board’s action on same was that, 
as the International President had al- 
ready arranged to assign an organizer to 
this work that the International Secre- 
tary be instructed to inform Brother Hos- 
kinson of arrangements made. 

Appeal from Local No. 6, relative to 
amendments to certain sections of their 
by-laws received. This was referred to 
the International President as it was a 
question that should properly receive his 
attention. 

Copy of suit Instituted by John Tim- 
merman, H. F. Lindley and Andrew El- 
land, of Local No. 39 of Cleveland, ask- 
ing for the appointment of a receiver to 
recover the amount of cash bond filed in 
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the appeal of the SulliTan-Gelb case 
against the I. B. B. W., was brought to 
the attention of the Board. 

It was decided to refer the matter to 
the International President and Interna- 
tional Secretary inasmuch as the Broth- 
erhood was Interested to the extent of 
damages sustained through the Injunc- 
tion proceeding which prevented the 
Brotherhood from using their funds for 
six years, with instructions to procure 
as much money as possible from said 
bond to help reimburse the Brotherhood 
for the damages sustained. 

Harry H. Freed, of Atlantic, City, N. 3 ., 
appeared before the International Ex- 
ecutive Board and entered protest against 
Local Union No. 211, of that city, for re- 
fusing to admit him to membership un- 
der the terms of the proposition submit- 
ted to the unaffiliated electrical workers 
which were approved by the referendum 
vote of our Brotherhood. 

It appeared that the local had imposed 
conditions upon him which were incon- 
sistent with the referendum plan. 

The Executive Board holds that the 
terms of affiliation set forth in the 
proposition known as the Tentative 
Agreement are by referendum vote the 
only terms of affiliation, and holds that 
no local could refuse any member of the 
unaffiliated organization adnlittance, who 
applied in accordance with that rrjferen- 
dum. 

This Board did not consider any 
question as to complainant’s conduct. 
This is a question for the local union, 
after complainant is accepted as a mem- 
ber. The only thing this Board could 
consider and decided was the right of 
Mr. Freed to admittance to affiliation In 
accordance with the terms of the agree- 
ment referred to. As to this, the Board 
holds that Local No. 211, must admit Mr. 
Freed at once and accord him ail rights 
defined in the proposition. 

A local union cannot try one who is 
not a member, and its members can be 
tried only in accordance with the consti- 
tution and laws, which still apply to all 
members, and are not affected by the 
referendum on affiliation, except as there- 
in specified. 

Several communications received from 
men purporting to be officers of the 
Union known as No. 376, of Chicago, 111., 
each claiming to be bona fide officers, 
therefore, each seeking admission to the 
Brotherhood. Inasmuch as the I. E. B. 
was unable to act intelligently upon the 
request, or .determine which set of men 
represented that Union. 

The International President was in- 
structed to have an investigation made 
as to the actual conditions existing there, 
and report same to the Executive Board 
as soon as possible. 


Request of remission of per capita tax 
for all locals of Schenectady, N. Y., in 
form of a telegram, received from H. H. 
Merrill. Request denied. 

Agreement between the Montana Pow- 
er Co., and the Brotherhood, which was 
entered into and signed on November 15, 
1914, covering all Electrical Construction 
work through the State of Montana, 
which includes the electrification of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad 
in that state, was read by the Interna- 
tional President, who explained the de- 
tails of the negotiations, which resulted 
in said agreement. 

The International President stated 
that as soon as the question of Jurisdic- 
tion over Station Operators was settled 
with the Western Federation of Miners, 
the Montana Power Company agreed to 
enter into another agreement, which 
would cover all Electrical Workers em- 
ployed by the Montana Power Co., further 
stated that he had received notice from 
Organizer Robbins, that the question had 
been adjusted. The International Presi- 
dent was instructed to proceed as soon as 
possible to Montana, to negotiate for th« 
final agreement. 

Request of remission of per capita tax 
received from Local No. 535, Evansville; 
request denied. 

Communications from different shop 
locals, requesting advancement of the 
Label received and considered by the 
Executive Board. 

This matter was gone into at length, 
and a plan was outlined for the guidance 
of the International Officers that would, 
in the Judgment of the Board, strengthen 
the position of the membership employed 
in electrical manufacturing industries, 
and also promote the demand for the 
label. 

Communication from Local No. 575, 
Portsmouth, protesting against plumbers 
hanging combination fixtures. 

Moved and seconded that the communi- 
cation be turned over to the Interna- 
tional Secretary with instructions t» 
answer same and instruct local as te 
action to take. 

Communication from Local No. 280, 
relative to admitting to membership t* 
the Brotherhood, E. Cable, of Local No. 
376. It was decided this case must be 
disposed of, when final status of Local 
No. 376, was determined. 

There were other matters taken up and 
discussed for the future welfare of the 
Brotherhood. 

The Board then adjourned to January 
24, 1915, at 11:00 p. m.

SAFETY The question of securing the enactment of ade- 

LEGISLATION. quate laws governing and regulating electrical in- 
stallation and construction work, is one that should 
be given the most serious thought of all members. 

Our calling is a hazardous one, this no one disputes, and efforts tO’ 
procure laws to protect those that toil at our trade, will readily receive 
the support of the labor movement. 

The general public is usually willing to support legislative measures- 
that will protect life and limb, and if shown that proper laws will also be a 
protection to property as well, without question, public opinion will be 
with us in our efforts. 

It is to be expected, that many of the great electrical corporations will 
oppose proposed measures of this character. This would be for selfish, 
reasons, or perhaps what they would be pleased to call economy. This 
opposition, we presume, it is natural to expect, for one corporation does 
not differ so greatly from another, except as to their particular industry. 

An idea of the opposition we can look for, may be gathered from the 
efforts of the Railroad companies to defeat legislation proposed by the 
Railroad employees, still another illustration might be mentioned, the min- 
ing industry. 

Every attempt of those, who toil in these industries, to secure pro- 
tective legislation, has been bitterly opposed by the companies interested, 
and many measures that were enacted into laws, found their way into- 
court by t he test case route and long drawn out legal battles followed, to- 
determine whether or not they were constitutional. It is very evident that 
the existing statuory laws that are beneficial to the toilers, has been- 
secured only after overcoming the most bitter opposition and at a great 
expense, for not alone does the toiler contribute his share to defray the 
cost of maintaining courts and law-making bodies, but if he wishes pro- 
tective laws, he must spend his time and money to procure their enact- 
ment, then more time and money to defend them in the courts. 

The Electrical Worker has not as yet attempted any very extensive 
legislative campaigns, although it is true, quite satisfactory laws exist in 
some states and cities, but the most of them could be improved, and in our 
judgment, the time has arrived when the initial step to establish uniform 
safety laws throughout our entire jurisdiction should be taken. 

We take this opportunity to suggest that the question be considered 
by each local union, there by bringing out the best ideas of all members, 
then let your delegate to the coming convention, present your ideas and 
when all these opinions are brought out, the convention will know the 
desires of the entire membership a nd can provide ways and means to start 
a campaign that should result in much good being accomplished. 


SIX MONTHS’ As numerous requests from local unions and 

ARREARAGE. individual members have been received, asking that 
exception be made in enforcing Sec. 5, Art. 10, of the 
constitution, it again becomes necessary for us to bring this law to the 
attention of our membership. Many members who are six or more months 
in arrears, feel their case is one that merits the setting aside of our laws, 
which are drafted for the governinent of the Brotherhood, and express 
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their dissatisfaction when informed that we are without authority to give 
their case the consideration they feel it warrants. 

We do not believe any of our members desire to see the laws of our 
organization disregarded and no doubt, make their request on account of 
not being familiar with the constitution, therefore we are quoting this 
particular section : 

Sec. 5. Any member indebted to this L. U. for six (6) months’ full 
dues shall be dropped from membership by L. F. S. and cannot become in 
good standing again in the I. B. E. W., except by joining as a new member. 

We believe, all will agree in view of this provision of the constitution, 
that requests of this character can not be granted, for we must be governed 
by the laws laid down for our guidance. 

All should realize that it is an exceedingly unpleasant duty for us to 
return any member’s per capita tax and when we do so, we are simply 
carrying out laws made by our membership. 

Another matter that we are taking this opportunity of bringing before 
our members is that of depositing traveling cards in the I. O. Man_y believe 
that they can transfer to the L O. by this method, while our laws provide 
thev shall procure a withdrawal card and deposit transfer part thereof in 
the' I. O. 

A member who takes a traveling card from the local he belongs to, 
remains a member of that local until the card is deposited in another local 
and we can only accept per capita on members of local unions through the 
Financial Secretary thereof, if a member is out of the jurisdiction of his 
local and his traveling card expires before he has had an opportunity to 
deposit it, he should remit his dues to the Financial Secretary and have his 
card renewed. Should he retire from the trade he can request a withdrawal 
card, per Article 15, and transfer to the I. O. and continue his per capita 
and assessment payments, and is entitled to all constitutional benefits when 
desiring again to return to the trade. He can deposit his withdrawal card 
in local issuing same, and procure a travelling card if he wishes. . 

This is a very simple method and provides protection to the standing 
of all members who follow it. 

We urge all members to fully familiarize themselves with the constitu- 
tion. By so doing they will save themselves from much inconvenience. 


A GOOD We are publishing a copy of an ordinance adopted 

ORDINANCE. by the City of St. Louis regulating the rate of wages 
and hours of work of the municipal employees. This 
measure will be the means of obtaining the union rate of wages for those 
employed by the city. The measure was fathered by the labor movement 
of St. Louis and stands as another illustration of the advantages of organi- 
zation. If good for St. Louis, why not for your city? Think it over. 

The ordinance is as follows : 

An ordinance to provide for the fixing of the rate of wages to be paid 
to mechanics and laborers employed by the City of St. Louis. 

Be it ordained by the City of St. Louis, as follows: 

Section 1. All mechanics and laborers employed by the City shall be . 
paid at such rate of wages as shall from time to time be the prevailing rate 
for such mechanics and laborers respectively as are members of organized 
labor unions in said City. 

Section 2. For the purpose of ascertaining such prevailing rate of 
wages from time to time the officer charged with the duty of employing 
such mechanics or laborers shall be and is hereby authorized to resort to 
and make inquiry of the executive officers of such organized labor unions 
and to fix from time to time the rate of wages to be paid to such mechanics 
or laborers employed by the City at the rate so ascertained to be the pre- 
vailing rate among members of such unions. 

Approved December 10, 1914. 
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THE INDUSTRIAL As the Industrial Relations’ 

RELATIONS COMMISSION. Commission appointed by President 

Wilson, through its investigations,

they exist. We feel satisfied that the investigation will bring many 
beneficial improvements in the conditions of the great army of toilers in 
this country. Surely no one will complain about this only those whose 
greedy pocket is affected.

St. bouis has a bocal Union of the I. 
B. E. W. that is a credit to their Inter- 
national and the trade movement gen- 
erally? 

As to work in the electric or any other 
line, there is comparatively none. With 
a large percentage of Brothers idle, and 
no prospect of much better for 
some time, a great majority of the work- 
ing and some of the unemployed mem- 
bers of No. 1, got their heads together 
to devise some plan to alleviate the em- 
barassment of the really needy and 
make life really worth while. The re- 
sult was the proposal to the bocal of a 
resolution. The full sense of which was 
and assessment of fifteen per cent of the 
earnings of those employed, said assess- 
ment to he recognized as an out-of-work 
fund. If any Brother of the I. B. E. W. 


had been there when the resolution was 
given final reading and discussion was 
taken up, I knov/ he would have had 
something to suggest to his bocal Union. 

There was not a dissenting voice as to 
the amount of the proposed fifteen per 
cent. But the main question was as to 
the methods of distribution and collec- 
tion. There was not one derogatory 
speech, but several methods of procedure 
were brought forward, and finally the 
matter settled itself on a system of re- 
porting by both working and unemployed 
members. The Brotherly feeling display- 
ed was commendable and manifests great- 
er good feeling than ever in No. 1. 

It is evident that the employers are 
wise to this good feeling among organ- 
ized labor, from the fact that they are 
organizing their non-union workers into 
a number of get-together bodies, and are 
standing for the bulk of the expenses. If 
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the non-union wage earner will look at 
his position now and what it was, not so 
long ago, he or she will realize improve- 
ment. The whole of tV’e betterment has 
been brought about, by the sacrifices 
made by members of organized labor. 

Any wage earner with a true heart, or 
a spark of honor will not try to hog bene- 
fits of which he has been no party to 
securing, by any service on his or her 
part. The employers are going to pull 
the wool over the eyes of employees as 
long as it is profitable to them. To the 
wage earner I say, get together in your 
class, and not in a bosses order, where 
their will predominates. You are the 
bone and sinew of their profits and why 
are you not entitled to your portion of it? 
As the employers have classified us let 
us be proud of our classification, and 
keep within it, by being true to ourselves 
and associates. Carry a card, and honor 
the card by adhering to the object of 
the organization that issued the card. 
That is only Justice. Another bugaboo 
that the employers are working hard 
to force onto the public is vocational edu- 
cation. It is up to you to study the 
proposition, and from my view of it, I 
say defeat it if possible, and it is pos- 
sible. All trades are overrun now, and 
by the increase if the movement carries, 
the market will be glutted, and then they 
can set their own price, not only on your 
services, but on the necessaries of life. 
I will say no more this time, but hope all 
tradesmen will give vocational education 
very close study. 

I am sorry to have to record that on 
Saturday, Jan. 16th, 1915, Bro. Bert Glea- 
son had a very severe mishap. Bro. 
Gleason is 53 years old and rather a 
tough old rooster, or he would have 
broken more than two ribs, and suffered 
a few black and blue marks on his fat 
parts, and they are many. I mean the 
fat parts. It will take about six weeks 
to repair the damage to Bert, but the 
Park Theatre Co. will spend more than 
will be required for Bert, to repair dam- 
age to scenery and stage. Bert Gleason 
has carried a card in the I. B. E. W. and 
also in M. B. E. W. so you can see his 
time has not been wasted. The real 
value of a good wife is manifest, 
When you visit the old war hoss. If 
any one had have told me that Bert 
would obey a command without at least 
asking why, I would have classed 
them with an unlucky fisherman. Bert 
Is doing well and under the good care 
he is receiving, will be O. K. soon. 

The membership, or in other words, 
the responsibilities of No. 1, are increas- 
ing. The stork has been very busy, and 
there seems to be no objections to what 
he left at various homes. In several 
ca^es not satisfied with leaving one, he 
left two, and I have not heard any com- 
plaint. If No. 1 can’t work at their vo- 


cation they have the Interest of the com- 
munity at heart. 

I have my heart still set on the or- 
ganization of the ladies. I may be a lit- 
tle impatient, but I think they are slow 
to realize their opportunities in the trade 
union movement. Keep at it, girls, and 
when you happen on to a hard word, ap- 
ply to some of the wise ones. You are 
entitled to help if you are inclined to help 
yourself. Keep up the good work. If 
you have any spare time and some old 
publications, it will be time well spent 
to read the comments of but a few years 
back, and those of the same people of 
today. Yours truly rubbed shoulders 
with desperate criminals. Just because 
I was a union man. Those endeavoring 
at that time to crush the movement, were 
no worse than your enemies of today, 
but your hold on the people differs By 
perseverance and honesty, coupled with 
the push, you have manifested to the 
world that you are only asking what 
Justly belonged to you. Dry bread se- 
cured by honest toil, surpasses any of 
the luxuries obtained by questionable 
actions. This Is the . reason of much 
suffering, caused in many cases by im- 
provident actions on the part of the suf- 
ferers. It is well to husband your re- 
sources. In giving advice I am but giv- 
ing my own experience. 

The I. B. E. W. is your best friend, 
stick to it. 

Remember the International Officers do 
not become infallible, simply by being 
chosen as leaders, but are entitled to the 
undivided support of the Brotherhood. 
There is but one perfect Being, and He 
controls all. Keep your own conscience 
clear, and you will be able to overlook 
the short comings of others. 

I may harp on a subject and will con- 
tinue to do so as I am anxious, and feel 
that the more you tell Brothers to look 
to their own interest, the more chance 
there Is of effect. To the Press Secre- 
tary’s I must say they seem dilatory. All 
are anxious to hear from their Broth- 
ers, and as a letter in The Worker goes 
to all, why not write. Get to it and 
make 1916 show such unity In the I. B. 
E. W. that will bluff any unreasonable 
employer, no matter how large his bank 
account. Fifty thousand represented at 
the International Convention. To be 
held in the city of our esteemed Broth- 
er Jumbo Fisher. If his burg is as good 
as he, your delegates will get all the good 
things and have some to spare. Still 
anxious to serve.

Brother Editor, of Electrical Worker; 

Greetings. 

It has been a long time since any news 
has leaked out of Hartford through the 
correspondence columns of the worker, 
and the Brothers not being satisfied with 
electing me Business Agent, got together 
and decided that I would not have very 
much to do as B. A. So when the votes 
were counted for Press Sec’y, I was It, 
forty ways, and being It, I will try to 
keep the Brothers informed in the future. 

Work has been very good the past sum- 
mer and fall. In the early winter it be- 
gan to slacken up a bit and several of the 
Brothers took out traveling cards, but 
these Brothers are fioating back again, 
so I don’t think Hartford is the dullest 
place in the world in which to work at 
this time, even if we are having a few 
dull weeks. 

Pour of the largest Contractors are 
still holding out against us but since 
Sept. 1, 1914 we were recognized by all 
the Builders as part of the Structural 
Building Trades Alliance, which Is com- 
posed of all the building trades, so 
through this affiliation we can bring pres- 
sure to bear, which I think will soon 
cause these open shop agitators to de- 
cide, that the Union Shop is the only 
way. 

We are hot on their trail and sooner or 
later, if they stay in the wireing game, 
we will convince them of the error of 
their ways. 

The old house gag, where no other 
trades are employed. Is their speciality 
now, but after they have watched a few 
nice juicy new jobs float by, I think their 
pride will take a tumble in favor of their 
pocket book. 

All the other Contractors are living up 
to their agreements and things are run- 
ning smoothly, with the exception of one 
out of town firm, which tried to slip a 
phony time sheet over on us. Perhaps 
some of the Brothers have had some ex- 
perience with time sheets like these. I 


mean the kind where you have to put 
down the number of fittings, or the ac- 
tual number of feet of pipe to be put in 
each day. Each operation has a niunber 
and every minute of the day must be ac- 
counted for. They forgot to put a num- 
ber on for nature’s wants and one for 
pulling the chain after a good smoke. 
These time sheets we are informed, have 
been adopted by the National Electrical 
Contractors’ Association, but they don’t 
look good to us, so we voted to refuse to 
use them, which we are doing. Since 
that time a local Contractor has adopted 
one like it, which is taking the same 
course. If any Brother, or Local, has had 
any experience, or is using these time 
sheets, 1 would appreciate it very much 
if they would communicate with me re- 
garding their use. 

The Manufacturers’ Asociation of Hart- 
ford, having succeeded in breaking up 
the various unions, which controlled the 
men they employed, have for the past 
year been endeavoring to do likewise to 
the Building Trades, but at this writing 
I cannot report any progress for them. 

They must begin to realize that the 
Alliance is a tough proposition, which Is 
growing stronger each year, and that if 
they cannot dope out more effective ways 
to fight us in the future, we are here to 
stay and continue to get the good condi- 
tions we are enjoying now, with the best 
of chances of getting better ones in the 
Spring, when building picks up. When 
the Electrical Workers were recognized 
as part of the Alliance, by the Hartford 
Builders’ Exchange, the Mfg. Association 
and the open shop builders got together 
and formed The Open Shop Builder^’ 
Exchange, which was composed of three 
general Contractors, six Electrical Con- 
tractors and several other Sub-Contrac- 
tors, whose shops were in Hartford and 
vicinity. They blossomed out with an 
ad in the daily papers, about the size of 
one page of the worker, with all of their 
John Does, etc. and large type headings 
urging the people of Hartford, to get the 
great American Idea, and let their work 
to open shop contractors.

The Linemens’ Local No. 37, after 
standing by the Good Ship Reid and 
Murphy, until it went down, are now with 
the Brotherhood and are out to organize 
and better their conditions. They have 
a hard proposition with the Southern 
New England Telephone Co. and the 
Hartford Electric Co. as these companies 
seem to be able to get non-union men, 
from surrounding towns, faster than the 
boys here can organize them. The con- 
ditions in Connecticut towns are very 
bad and are sadly in need of the services 
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of an Organizer, and now that the fac- 
tional fight is over I hope the I. O. can 
see their way clear to put an Organizer 
in this section. 

In closing I wish to advise any Brother 
who is heading this way, that we expect 
a further lay oft in several shops, and 
that his chances of getting work are very 
slim, at this time. 

Thanking you Brother Editor for so 
much valuable space and wishing you 
and every member of the Brotherhood

Things don’t look very good 
for work for months ahead. The big 
Jobs being done by the Comstock Elec. 
Co., are drawing to a close and there 
is practically no big building being start- 
ed. In spite of the fact that the Em- 
ployers’ Association has flooded Detroit 
with workers of every craft and descrip- 
tion they are still raising a cry about 
prosperity in Detroit. But it’s old stuff. 
You know if there wasn’t an army of un- 
employed, the employing class would be 
up against it for having starving men 
compete with working men for their Jobs, 
thus lowering wages to a mere subsist- 
ence. 

The radical element of the labor move- 
ment are organizing the unemployed on 
the coast, so we read In the more pro- 
gressive of the Labor papers. It is a fine 
move. Maybe some of us more aristo- 
cratic and fossilized labor unions can 
learn a few lessons from the actions of 
the “Wobblies” in the^ different centers 
where unemployment is an acute situa- 
tion.

We have twice written Local 103 (Bos- 
ton) and do not see why we have not 
even been favored with the courtesy of 
a reply, as our requests have borne the 
seal, union label, and everything we 
thought right. 

Just at present business is absolutely 
dead here and a lot of the boys report at 
the hall dally and spend the time at 
Solitaire and other games (some not 
quite so economical as Solitaire). The 
pious ones send up a daily prayer for 
better times which we all know will be 
here in the spring as quite a number of 
big buildings are ready to start with good 
weather.

Well boys here it is again the same 
old story. Work here is as scarce as 
hens teeth. I venture to say that we 
have thirty to forty per cent of the local 
taking a forced vacation. All trades in 
this town are up against it like ourselves. 
And a few are assessing their working 
members fifty cents to a Jl.OO a week 
to help the fellows who are less fortu- 
nate in obtaining work. My advice to 
brothers who are thinking of traveling 
Bostonward would be stay where you 
are instead of giving up your good old 
“kale” to the railroad company for a 
passage here and use it to get your “three 
squares and pad,” as a floater would call 
them. 

A very good slogan that has been 
started by the Boston Morning Post is, 
"build now.” Architects, builders and 
etc. are explaining why it is cheaper to 
build now then later. They say the bids 
are lower owing to so much competition 
and stock is cheaper as there is small de- 
mand. The contractors bid low so to get 
jobs to keep their men in the shop organ- 
ized and are satisfied with a small profit. 
One architect here gives figures and facts 
where a house built last year for $2400 
can be built now with a saving of $200. 
The Savings Banks have got in on “build 
now” slogan and looks as if some good 
will come of It. But the electrical 
worker will not get any results before a 
month or two. If the public and specula- 
tors take hold and start building. 

There are great many unemployed 
here. Gov. Walsh has appointed a com- 
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mittee of public spirited men to find ways 
and means to secure work for the vast 
army that are idle. 

Mayor Curley issued orders to have all 
city work started at once. As to making 
roadways, playgrounds repairs that have 
been waiting for spring to start. Upto- 
date he has placed many of the city’s un- 
employed at his kind of work. He has 
also ordered all new city buildings to be 
rushed soon as possible so as to keep 
mechanics at work. Such buildings as 
Ward 19 Gym., Long Island Hospital and 
almshouse, new police station 11, an 
eleven story building on the site of the 
old probate court building. Blossom St. 
School, Municipal Horticultural building 
in the Penway and the new High Pres- 
sure Pumping Station just as soon as he 
and U. S. Eng. Corp. find a suitable site, 
so as to isolate it from a great conflagra- 
tion. 

The Ford Automobile Co. had a new 
addition put on the main building. The 
main part was done by our men. But the 
addition after all the trades got through. 
The Ford people started their shopmen 
to pipe the place. Its not a large job but 
nevertheless it is our work and it would 
help some now. 

Our agents were successful last week 
in signing up a fair size shop that does a 
class of work that we were unable to 
stop them at. They are also working on 
two more good prospects. One of them 
has been on the outside for the last seven 
years and as also has a permanent in- 
junction against the local. I think by 
the time this gets in print our men will 
be working in the shops. 

We are now working under a new set 
of by-laws which has been O. K. by the 
G. O. There are a few changes. One 
good article which will remedy an evil 
that exists is the one placing a fine on a 
member who installs work careless and 
not in accordance with the underwriters 
rule. We all know there are a great 
many “rawhides” or otherwise known as 
“slashers,” who go out and put in an 
enormous amount of work in a day and 
make a great showing. The secret is 
we find pipes are put in boxes without 
locknuts, T. Bs and not even the pipe 
threaded. Another sample. On box work 
they don’t measure the length that is 
needed, but stand on the floor and guess 
and use a “hatchet” to chop it off. Pour 
or five feet slack is near enough. The 
“rawhiders” would be better termed 
“electrical butchers.” These are the kind 
of fellows that help to keep our head- 
quarters filled with unemployed mem- 
bers. What chance has a human being 
got to compete with such dear brothers. 
This rank kind of work gets by the in- 
spectors. If I wanted to turn informer I 
could name a few jobs where these fel- 
lows performed, and have been O. K. 
by the different inspection department. 


I don’t want anybody to think that I am 
talking from “do as less as possible fel- 
lows” standpoint. Par be it from such. 
I want to see a fair days work and to 
help the employer make a profit and also 
do a respectable job in accordance with 
the rules. My motto is a reasonable days 
work with no records broken either way. 
A dear brother visited this town a short 
time ago to do a fair size job and said 
any man who worked on the job would 
have to install so much pipe and wire a 
day. But this fellow was shown what 
was what and the job turned out to be 
one of the best done by an out of town 
contractor here. 

You have all heard of “Literary Bos- 
ton,” well No. 103 is proud too of her 
professors in its membership, who are 
extracting soft dough from the city, 
teaching electricity in the Vocational 
schools. We have Prof. Prank Williams, 
Prof. Ed. Pitt, Prof. Joe Connors. While 
proud of the above No. 103 as a few near 
professors, such as Fred. “Hinky Dinky” 
Dorn, Prof, of Mystery, “Sergt.” Ed. Car- 
roll, Prof. A. La Poker, “Fancy Fixtures” 
Joe McGuinness, Prof, of repairing baby 
carriages, and Ed. Whittaker and Mac. 
McRitchie, professors of speeding up 
stepladders. 

Brother Fred Prince wants to know 
from the boys of Local No. 76, if there 
are any jobs like the Peoples Store at 
the time of the lockout. Fred says those 
were the happy days. 

We are arranging for smoke talks for 
the boys to come off in Paine Memorial 
Hall on Wednesday evening, March 3d. 
Its going to be some time. 

Will close now hoping that I haven’t 
exceeded the speed limit. Wishing all 
good luck and plenty of work, I remain.

And if our B. A. gets the full sup- 
port of the members here, he will make 
lots of changes around this neck of the 
woods, and they will all be for the benefit 
of the workers. For he is a good, square 
guy and deserves all the credit and praise 
that the members can give him. He is 
an old timer in the Labor Movement, be- 
ing in his twenty-sixth year now; form- 
erly of the Seamen’s Union and a charter 
member of Local 213, I. B. E. W., he is 
universally known and liked as Gaddy 
Morrison. And now a little about the 
Companies here. We have two Power 
Companies and one Telephone Com- 
pany, the Power Companies are known 
as the British Coiumbia Electric 
Co., and the Weston Canada Power 
Co. The first named company employs 
the greatest number of men, therefore 
we have the most trouble with that com- 
pany. We have a pretty good agreement 
with said company, and if times were 
not so bad, we could improve it consid- 
erably, and before long, our agreement 
expires July 1st, 1915, and we have a 
committee drafting up a new agreement. 
I think we will be able to get a few con- 
cessions with our new agreement on ac- 
count of having a Light Power and Trans- 


portation Council. The Street Railway 
Men’s agreement expires at the same 
time, so that should help some for both. 

Well, our other Power Co., the Weston 
Power Co., is as good a company as you 
wiil find throughout the American con- 
tinent, of rourse they do not empioy as 
many men as the former company, but 
what few they do employ, they have 
some of the best jobs in the country, due 
principally to the head of the Co., and 
then the heads, and we have decided to 
let this agreement ride for another year, 
unless we change our minds later. Our 
third company is the British Columbia 
Telephone Co., which is the same as the 
average telephone company. It is fairiy 
good, they pay $4.25 to linemen and $5.00 
to splicers, but they are like most other 
companies doing very little work at pres- 
ent, so I guess we will let them ride for 
another year. I am sorry to say that I 
cannot report lots of work at this time, 
but I believe things wiil pick up in the 
spring. Although I do not advise Bros, 
to come this way for work, we are always 
pleased to meet the Bros., and we always 
accept traveling cards and quite often the 
Brothers get a little work, although the 
work is very scarce just now. 

If any Brother should meet Bro. Joe R. 
Weston, of Buffalo, N. Y., who was in Port- 
land, Ore., when last heard of, please tell 
him to write to his mother as she is very 
anxious to hear from him. His mother’s 
address is 76 Dodge street, Buffalo, N. Y. 

Well Brothers, I will close for this 
time, wishing all the Brothers a happy 
and prosperous New Year. I may be 
a little late with it, but better late than 
never, and here’s hoping we reach the 
50,000 mark and then some, by our next 
convention.

Just at present there is a rush of work 
in this vicinity, also a large number of 
strange faces are to be seen, all of 
whom have been sent in to assist in re- 
pairing the damage done to telephone 
and telegraph companies by the sleet 
storm that hit Toledo about February 
1st., but I would not advise the linemen 
who are now unemployed to start a 
forward movement toward Toledo, Jor 
by the time you would arrive the work 
will undoubtedly be cleaned up, and 
under normal conditions, some of the old 
members of the local were walking the 
streets, and under these conditions the 
stranger’s chance of getting a job is 
none too good. 

Among the linemen shipped in here 
are to be found many union men doing 
their part to better the conditions of 
the workers, also quite a few non-union 
men, the majority of whom are appar- 
ently good fellows, and can undoubt- 
edly be lined up on the side of justice 
with the proper argument, but as the 
majority of them are in floating gangs, 
this work is necessarily slow, and last 
is the strike-breaker who has been used 
in the past, and who is now despised by 
all who know them. 

There are prospects that the City of 
Toledo may soon own its lighting and 
street railway system, for the voters, 
during the past summer, went on record 
for municipal ownership, and the city 
fathers are now considering the 'ssuing 
of bonds in the sum of $8,000,000 for this 
purpose, but there may be a delay in 
getting the needed legislation through 
irregardless of the will of the people, 
for undoubtedly the Doherty Interests 
will do all within their power to restrain 
the city from runnnlg their own busi- 
ness. 

It is not my intention to enter into the 
merits or demerits of municipal owner- 
ship at this time, but it Is certain that 
were some of the corporations to give 
more consideration to the welfare of 
the citizens and devote less time and 
money In fighting labor organizations, 
there would be less agitation for muni- 


cipal ownership, and so far as Toledo 
is concerned, we have nothing to fear by 
the city entering the electrical field. Tor 
with the exception of the line depart- 
ment, the company does all wthiu their 
power to stop organization among the 
employees, and even in the line depart- 
ment there is what is known here as the 
past-time club, but so far but a small 
percentage of the linemen have affiliated 
as they realize that it is of no benefit to 
them, and only a scheme of the company 
to divert the minds of the men from the 
benefits to be derived from labor organi- 
zations.

Well the 
next few weeks never came nor did the 
organizer show up. To make a long 
story short we didn’t wait any longer. 
Anyway with only six members left 
in our local the six got busy and in a 
short time we had six organizers on the 
job, and with an open charter as an in- 
ducement for some of the stray ones we 
soon had the local on it’s feet. We now 
have twenty members and prospects for 
a few more. 

Why it’s the most simplest thing in 
the world to round up a few candidates, 
if you only get after them in the right 
way. If we hadn’t made that move Ash- 
land’s local would have been out of exist- 
ence. R emember Brother Resimuis where 
there is life, there is hope, so don’t give 
up; try our way of doing business and 
see what you can accomplish. I know it 
is very unhandy for one to undertake, 
but you must all be organizers and then 
things will come your way, the old say- 
ing is if at first you don’t succeed, try, 
try, again.

appreciate the curtesy. 

We are pounding away at organizing, 
the Bell being the big factor we are up 
against. Most of you are acquainted 
with “mother bell” and need no intro- 
duction. If there is an international or- 
ganizer who isn’t as busy as he would 
like to be we invite him to Chicago and 
we will try to get you acquainted. If 
there is anything the Bell needs badly 
it is a once over by an organizer. We 
can easily think of twenty reasons why 
the Bell should be organized from stem 
to stern. 

1. It is our duty. 

2. We hold the right and deny it to 
others. 

3. The Bell is completely organized 
against us. 

4. A small per cent organization is 
worse than no organization, it makes 
the union man the goat through threat 
or subsidy. 

5. The average Bell wage according 
to gov’t reports is J456.00 per year. 

6. The average living wage of a fam- 
ily of five according to gov’t reports is 
$850.00 per year in northern centers of 
population and a little less in the south. 

7. The Bell is lord master and Judge 
of the destiny of their employee’s affect- 
ing a million people. 

8. The electrical worker has made 
the telephone business and the Bell Trust 
possible. 

9. A large per cent of the men who 
have made the telephone business their 
life work must do their share or quit the 
business. 

10. The Bell has no soul, they are 
organized for profit. 

11. The apparent policy of the Bell 
as generally understood is “the public 
be damned, give us the dollar.” Do the 
workers get their share? 

12. A vote of the stockholders of the 
Bell trust would no doubt reverse the 
desire to deal unfair with the workers 
and organized labor. 

13. The Bell is not entitled to a pri- 
vate policy. They are bound by law to 
render a public service and cannot ex- 
cuse themselves therefrom. 

14. The Bell rates K»r service as com- 
pared with other countries are extor- 
tionate. Are the wages they pay pro- 
portionate to the profit. 

15. Organization means strength and 
education of the worker making social 
Justice a fact instead of fiction. 

16. The unorganized exploited worker 
is a mere automaton, a cog In a gigantic 
machine made to grind business souls 
into profits for a few. He dare not as- 
sert individual Independence. 

17. The Bell trust is getting richer, 
with $200,000,000 in undivided profits in 
addition to dividends, while the poor em- 
ployees are getting poorer. 

18. Compulsory service in constant 
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fear of discharge destroys initiative and 
will weaken coming generations. 

19. The workers should organize to 
promote municipal and government 
ownership of public utilities. 

20. They should organize to have a 
complete organization that when govern- 
ment ownership of telephones and tele- 
graph becomes a fact to exercise our 
right of peaceful assembly to petition 
Congress for redress of grievances. 

Th last given reason is a very per- 
tinant one and should vitally interest 
every worker engaged In the telephone 
Industry. Congressman David J. Lewis 
of Maryland, who introduced the bill 
into Congress, providing for postaliza- 
tion of telephone and telegraph expressed 
the opinion that he was reasonably cer- 
tain the bill would receive favorable ac- 
tion in the next Congress. When this 
comes to pass we should be prepared and 
have our wage scale and conditions of 
employment standardized, and not coddle 
ourselves with excuses for things un- 
done. We should have comment or let- 
ters in the Worker from each local on 
this subject. We are all interested, let 
us exchange ideas, in that way we all 
learn.

Editor and Brothers: 

Since my last writing in reference to 
the Workmen’s Compensation Law of 
this State, the enemy has got busy and 
are trying to nullify it in parts. 

The election changed the politics of the 
administration and it seems to hurt them 
to have a law put on the books that is 
constitutional and will do what it was 
intended to do for the workingmen; the 
new law hits the casualty companies 
hard, there’s the rub; the poor, dear cor- 
porations are Injured, great Scott! Such 
sacrilege! Therefore this thing must be 
stopped, it is unthinkable that the 
privileges of the corporations should 
be encroached upon; what does It 
matter if the ratio are 20% lower to 
the policy holder? or that it has been 
proven that the state can run a success- 
ful insurance business! No, no, that 
don’t count and, in fact, the latter is just 
what we don’t want proven, so this law 
must be amended; and so it goes, and 
amended it will be for they have both 
the votes and the Inclination, and the 
workingman, who is a very big man 
around election time only, will not be 
given a hearing and will, as usual, have 
to take his medicine. 

The Federal Industrial commission is 
conducting an Investigation in the mat- 
ter of industrial unrest and some very 
big men have testified at the different 
hearings and organized labor may per- 
haps be surprised to learn that August 
Belmont is heartily in favor of organized 
labor, according to his own testimony, 
but not on his own railroads, which or- 
ganized labor will not be surprised at 
because they know all about it. Dr. 
Elliott, of Harvard college, and the 
Rockefeller Foundation is also in favor 
of organized labor, but not In favor of 
the closed shop. J. P. Morgan, Jr., ap- 
parently don’t know anything about labor 
or the labor world In fact, don’t know 
it exists and it seems the only state of 
being he has any cognizance of is the 
financial world. J. D. Rockefeller also 
favors organized labor with propper re- 
strictions to safeguard the public “in- 
terests,” which, of course, covers an 
ocean of “restrictions.” But enough of 
this, any man who reads the daily papers 
can’t help but be aware of the persistent 
efforts of organized capital to safeguard 
their interests at any and all times, and 
organized labor has got to do the same- 
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thing, with this difference; we have got 
to be Johnny on the spot and go them 
one better, in every case where our in- 
terests and hard won privileges are en- 
croached upon, and the place to begin is 
right in the local union. 

It is the absolute duty of every mem- 
ber to govern his actions in accordance 
with the constitution and by-laws, and 
to persistently oppose any and all en- 
croachments of an unfair nature that 
may be presented to him by his employer 
and is at variance with his signed agree- 
ment; no member has any right to act 
the traitor and every member has the 
right to be protected from being under- 
mined and the right to punish the traitor 
severely. It is obvious also that the 
fair employer who heartily lives up to 
his agreement, should be protected 
against his notorious competitor, and it 
is the moral duty of every member to 
report every proposition of an undermin- 
ing or unfair nature. We cannot afford 
to have honest employers bankrupt 
through the machinations of traitorous 
competitors and every proposition pre- 
sented by an employer to a member of 
the local to accept a lower scale of 
wages, or longer hours, overtime, Sunday 
and holiday work for a remuneration be- 
low the agreed scale, obviously is a 
traitorous and undermining proposition 
and all such employers and, the member 
who accepts these conditions, should be 
severely dealt with.

Sweek recently visited this town 
and pretty quick made himself known 
to us, and right glad were we to extend 
the right hand of Brotherhood to him. 

He came in at just the right moment to 
advise us in a matter of a violation of 
our trade agreement by one of our con- 
tractors, and by taking his advice we did 
not get entangled in a bad mess. 

Work here Is on an even keel but 
likely to list to one side or the other at 
any time, but there is not more than one 
or two Brothers hitting the bricks as yet. 

I want to say that we have, we be- 
lieve, the best and strongest Building 
Trades Council in the country, and some 
special deputy who knows his biz. 

The Brother who has not his card in 
his jeans goes home and gets it when 
the deputy comes on the job. 

The scale of wages here, while not 
high is considered good, in view of the 
fact that generally there is work the year 
round and we think here that steady 
work is better than hitting the pike. Our 
scale is 44% cents per hour minimum 
for journeymen and 30 cents for a two- 
year helper and upwards as to his 
ability. 

We have considerable mill and power 
work here; mostly 3 phases, 550 volts, 
and a plant owned by the city with a 
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Bix-cent K. W. hour rate, which com- 
pares well with a city owned plant any 
where else and what’s more, is on a pay- 
ing basis. 

Well, Brother, having at last made 
my bow to the Worker, and hoping the 
Editor, does not build the kitchen fire 
with this mess of hen tracks, I wish you 
the best of all the good things that could 
happen to you all.

As 
there are many Investigations and mass 
meetings being held throughout our coun- 
try in regard to the unemployed situation 
in both organized and unorganized labor 
to find out why this condition exists and 
to try and find ways and means of rec- 
tifying this condition. By looking over 
the Worker it seems to me that the mem- 
bers of the electrical craft are well rep- 
resented in this unemployed class. 

Now it seems all if not the greatest 
majority of machines, apparatus, devices, 
etc., handled by our members in the in- 
stallation, construction and repair can 
be manufactured and repaired in shops 
which employ members of our Brother- 
hood and bear the union label is- 
sued by our Brotherhood. If by any 
means we can educate our brother mem- 
bers that the various machines apparatus 
etc., manufactured under those condi- 
tions are just as good if not better than 
those manufactured in non-union shops, 
(and our men are better paid and have 
better conditions), and if they would only 
demand the label it would materially im- 
prove the conditions in our craft.

TUBERCULOSIS AND THE WORKING- 
MAN. 

When one single disease, tuberculosis, 
or consumption, causes one-third of all 
deaths among workingmen between 15 
and 45, and in certain dusty trades as 
hivh as one-half, it seems time that or- 
ganized labor aroused Itself from its 
apathy and proceeded to do something 
to down this plague. 

The original purpose of the labor union 
and its predecessor, the trade guild, was 
protection from outside oppression and 
an endeavor through collective bargain- 


ing to lessen the grip of the employer 
upon the workingman. While a few 
unions, here and there, have recognized 
that there were deadly enemies within 
as well as without the union, most of 
the 2,000,000 and more men and women 
in the ranks of organized labor have 
never recognized tuberculosis as such a 
foe. 

It is true that increased wages and 
improved working conditions have a 
vital effect upon the home-life and thus 
react favorably in the control of tuber- 
culosis. It is also true that within the 
unions themselves, education and ade- 
quate care for every man or woman 
threatened with or attacked by this dis- 
ease is needed. Eight-hour days, maxi- 
mum wages, and sanitary shops will not 
of themselves control the spread of 
tuberculosis. Until the individual work- 
ingman is taught such lessons as not to 
spit promiscuously about the shop, to 
sleep with his windows open, and to 
guard himself and his children by care 
of his body against the entrance of in- 
fection, consumption will continue to be 
unduly prevalent in the ranks of labor. 
Until opportunity is afforded for every 
man who thinks he has tuberculosis tr, 
get an examination free or at a prifc 
within reach of his means; and until 
hospital and sanatorium facilities are 
adequate to care for every afflicted case, 
the death rate from this disease will 
continue to be abnormally high. 

Right here, the labor unions can fight 
the enemy within their ranks. This 
article and succeeding ones will offer 
some suggestions as to methods. The 
first suggestion is to study the problem 
in your own ranks. Find out about 
tuberculosis in your trade and in your 
individual shop. For example, ask these 
three questions of yourself or your fel- 
lowworkers and see what answers you 
get: (1) How many deaths from tuber- 

culosis and from all other causes were 
there in your shop during this past year 
1914? (2) How many members of your 

union are now on the sick list as a re- 
sult of tuberculosis? (3) What peculiar 
trade or shop conditions, so far as you 
know, tend to predispose members of 
your union to tuberculosis? Note such 
things as dust, gases, fumes, dark rooms, 
bad ventilation, etc. 

These questions will readily suggest 
others. By answering them, you will get 
some appreciation of the tuberculosis 
problem as it relates to you.

NOTE ON MEASUREMENT OF 
EARTH’S MAGNETIC FORCE IN 
ABSOLUTE UNITS. 

325a. The Intensity of the earth’s mag- 
netic force at any place is the force with 
which a magnet-pole of unit strength is 
attracted. As explained in Art. 138, it is 
usual to measure the horizontal com- 
ponent H of this force, and from this and 
the cosine of the angle of dip to cal- 
culate the total force I, as the direct 
determination of the total force is sur- 
rounded with difficulties. To determine 
H in absolute (or C. G .S.) units, it is 
necessary to make two observations with 
a magnet of magnetic moment M; (the 
magnetic moment being, as mentioned in 
Art. 313, the product of its length into 
the strength of one of its poles). In one 
of these observations the product MH is 
determined by a method, of oscillations;

NOTE ON INDEX NOTATION. 

325b. Seeing that electricians have to 
deal with quantities requiring In some 
cases very large numbers, and in other 
cases very small numbers, to express 
them, a system of index notation is adopt- 
ed, in order to obviate the use of long 
rows of cyphers. In this system the 
significant figures only of a quantity are 
put down, the cyphers at the end, or (in' 
the case of a long decimal at the begin- 
ning, being Indicated by an index writ- 
ten above. Accordingly, we may write a 
thousand {= 10 X 10 X 10) as lOs, and 


the quantity 42,000 may be written 
42 X 103. The British National Debt of 
£770,000,000 may be written £77 X 10^. 
Fractional quantities will have negative 
indices when written as exponents. Thus 
1/100 (= O.-Ol), = 1 -f- 10 H- 10 = 10-2. 
And so the decimal O'. 00028 will be writ- 
ten 28 X 10-5 (being = 28 X '00001). 
The convenience of this method will be 
seen by an example or two on electricity. 
The electrostatic capacity of the earth is 
630,000,000 times'/ that of a sphere of one 
centimetre radius, = 63 X 10'? (electro- 
static) units. The magnetic moment of 
the earth is, according to Gauss, no 
less than 85,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000 
times that of a magnet of unit strength 
and . centim. length, i.e. its magnet mo- 
ment is 85 X 1024 units. The resistance 
of selenium is about 40,000,000,000, or 
4 X 1010 times as great as that of copper; 
that air is about 1026 , or 

100 , 000 , 000 , 000 , 000 , 000 , 000 , 000,000 
times as great, The velocity of light is 
about 30,000,000,000 centimetrs per sec- 
ond, or 3 X lOio. As a final example we 
may state that the number of atoms in 
the universe, as far as the nearest fixed 
star, can be shown to be certainly fewer 
than 7 X lO^i.
